The Government and the Fenians. 


The English Press, according to the tele- 
grams we publish this morning, admits that 


the United States Government has acted 


promptly in its endeavors to stop the 
Fenian raid. This is all very well, but 
we think the feeling is becoming very 
strong throughout the country that some 
means ought to be devised of putting an 
end to the present Fenian mode of liberat- 
ing Ireland—not so much on account of the 
Fenians, although the rank and file of them, 
being both poor and ignorant, are entitled to 
as much protection at our hands as we can 
reasonably give them; nor yet on account of 
the Canadians, though as civilized neighbors 
they are entitled to expect security and peace, 
as far as we are concerned—but on our own ac- 
count, the United States cannot, with common 
decéney or self-respect, permit a third per- 
formance of this farce. We go as far as any 
reasonable men can expect, in allowing the 
Fenian Republic to be set up within our bor- 
ders, and letting it. raise money, enlist men 
and collect. arms and munitions, and londly 
proclaim its intention of declaring war 
against foreign Powers. * We do not say the 
Government is entitled to any great credit 
for permitting all this, for we do not know 
that there is any way of preventing it; but 
then neither the Fenians nor anybody else 
can expect it to permit. more than this. We 
cannot allow the new Republic actually to 
erect: forts, or keep troops under arms within 
our territory, but every thing short of this 
which it can muster funds to do, we allow it 
to do. 

But then, the impunity which attends 
these attempts to invade Canada involves 
us ina more serious responsibility. It, in the 
first place, encourages the adventurers who 
prepare them in adhering to-this mode of 
gaining a livelihood; and it enables them to 
persuade the poor people who supply the 
money, that the assemblage of large armed 
mobs, for the purpose of fighting, plunder- 
ing, and spreading terror through large and 
populous districts, is no great harm, if some 
one gives it the name of “war,” and repre- 
sents that the liberation of Ireland is the 
object aimed at. A more shocking outrage 
than the raid three years ago was never seen 
in a peaceable community, but nobody was 
legally punished for it. Nothing whatever 
happened to those who took part in it, ex- 
cept failure—but as failure happened to Pom- 

pry, Lord Connwaliis and NaPoitron. Bo-

| whatever in convincing the common run of 


Fenians that there is anything criminal in 
| these enterprises. 


Moreover, we owe something in this matter 
tocivilization. No sae man believes that the

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ance bill now before Gov. Horrman for ap- 

proval, a special committee of the Board of 

Fire Underwriters protest that the object of 





the measure is to secure an equality of con- } 


ditions only, as between the home and for- 
eign com panies, and that it has no tendency 
toward monopoly. If this were the real 
character of the measure, we should have 
nothing to say against it. On every ground 
of public policy it is desirable that the pre- 
cautions which are deemed expedient in rela- 
tion to our own companies shall be enforced 
with equal rigor against companies coming 
hither from other countries. Their exclu- 
sion is not expedient, and certainly would 
not be just. But there is no injustice in ex- 
acting from them compliance with the laws 
which have been enactedfor the protection 
of the public in their dealings with Ameri- 
can companies. Let there be an equality of 
obhgations, as well as an equality of rights. 

The conclusive objection ‘to the bill which 
the Governor is asked to sanction is that it 
does violate this condition of equality. Un- 
der the pretense of extending to foreign 
companies the rules and tests which are ap- 
plied to home institutions, it establishes re- 
quirements which. would operate invid 
ously. This was what we meant when we 
characterised it as.a bill to establish a mo- 
nopoly, and the statement of the Special 
Committee which we print today, however 
plausible, does not alter our estimate of the 
case. 

The allegation is that under this bill 
foreign companies will enjoy the same priv- 
ilege as the local companies in respect of 
the acceptance of risks proportionate to 
their available capital, subject only to spe- 
cific deductions and qualifications. The es- 
sential question is, what constitutes capital, 
and how shall its amount be determined ? 
Our home companies have a clear answer. 
They are at liberty to add to their stock 
capital the amount of any surplus they may 
have accumulated, and there is no limitation’ 
as to the place or form of investment. They 
are simply required to show. that their 
means, whether-called capital or surplus, are 
unimpeized. Tru¢, the liabilities in other 
States are taken into consideration, but on 
the other hand, the companies are credite 
with whatever they have deposited in those 
States. In respect of foreign companies, 
however, o different rule is laid down. The 
capital possessed and available at their place 
of organization isignored. Any surplus they 
may have acquired is excluded from the ac- 
count. And though the liabilities existing 
against them in other States are calculated 
tothe last dollar, the sums on deposit in 
those States are credited only so far as they 
may be “immediately available tor the pay- 
ment of losses in this State.” The working 
of this rule was thus exemplified by Mr. 
W. W. Macrartanp in the recent argument 
before the Governor: 


“ If one of these companies had on deposit with the 
Insurance Department two hundred thousand dollars 
as a basis of insurance, and had a like sum on deposit 
in the Insuranee Department of another State as a 
basis of insurance there, and specially pledged for the 
payment of losses on policies issued there, all the ha- 
bilities incurred im the latter State would be at once 
charged, not against capital there pledged for their 
payment, but against the capital deposited here, so 
that when the amount of Nabilities in the other State 
reached two hundred thousand dollars; notwithstand- 
ing these liabilities were abundantly secured, the 
company could not issue a policy in this State for a 
dollar, with its two hundred thousand dollars lying 
idie and useless in the Department, whereas upon ex- 
actly the same state of ora aa 5 
issue a policy for twenty thousand dollars.” 


Here, then, is a fundamental difference in 
favor of. the home compatiies,—and this 
difference is one element of monopoly. It 
is plain thatthe requirements of ‘a measure 
professedly intended to secure equality be- 
fore the law, would lay the foundation of 
gross inequality, without securing to the 
public any corresponding advantage.

An Imperial 
Vermillion edict would certainly have inter- 
cepted a production so opposed to the Chi- 
nese nil admirart principle, and so replete 
with-contraste which, unfavorable as they 
are to the Flowery .Kingdom, are 
calculated to disgust the Celestial 
faithfal. We fear that Pnrv-cn’un and 
the Chinese Foreign Office are becoming 
adepts in the dangerous art of chaffing; and 
wewarn them when they dispatch a Com- 
missioner across the Pacific to photograph 
American things and men by way of the 
Golden Gate of San Francisco, to send one 
to whom the devious ways of satire are 
strange, and who will not essay to touch up 
truth with the gilding of an Onrental fancy.

Emecorporated Salvage Companies. 
The decision of Judge Wooprvurr in the 
case of the brig Birdie, which we | published 
a few days since, revives a question which 
has been discussed severaltimes since it first 
arose, four years ago, in the case of the Morn- 
ing Star. It is as to the rale-of compensation 
which the Courts re to aitunt,.in=onserot 
of corporations, formed for 
such employes“having no share inthe com- 
ie 
the services rendered. 
Judge WOODRUFF seems to have under- 
stood thé decision in the Morning. Starc 
én viting theh ibtesi-ethbieatebateeh- 
ed to a corporation,~and there are-some ex~ :

pression. He isso far, therefore, c in- 
saying that the case of the Comancherre- 
cently decided by the Supreme at 
Washington, has established the 





doctrine. But Jufige Berrs held that a rule. { 


of estimating salvage compensation, wijith 
increases it by reason of the peril incurred 
and the heroism displayed by the salvors, : 
could not apply in the case of corporations 
“having only.a figurative vitality imparted 
by positive law, and giving aid eee on 
fixed wages.” 

The Supreme Court in the case of the 
Comanche does not allude to this rule. It 
only discusses the question whether corpo- 
rations can be salvors, and sustains the de- 
cision that they can be, by-citing many in- 
stances in which owners of vessels have 
been awarded salvage, although they were 
not on board of them, and did not them- 
selves share in the services which their ves- 
sels rendered. The opinion further says 
that such compensation is awarded to them 
for “the danger to which the service exposes 
their property,” and that it is not easy to 
see any reason why the same rule should not 
be applied when corporations are the own- 
ers. Judge Wooprurr, in his opinion, 
marks the same distinction. The final result 
of the cases would seem to be in favor of a 
rule giving to these. corporations such a 
share of salvage as the Courts award in 
other cases to the owners of vessels. If 
there is no reason why they should have 
less than other owners, there is certainly 
none why they should have more.

Involuntary Slavery. 

If it were possible to trace the hidden 
springs of human action on all occasions, 
some very surprising discoveries might be 
made. It would often be found that the 
conduct of individuals is determined by cir- 
cumstances which are least suspected. What 
has been taken for cause would appear to be 
effect, and that which has seemed to result 
from the exercise of the will, to have hadits 
origin in something with which the will had 
nothing whatever todo. We speak of the 
tyranny of fashion, for example, and its vast 
influence upon the fairer sex. But we for- 


get that beauty itself isa tyrant over its 


possessor, and that she who “with an air
